ving,  by  the  reduiflion  of  the  Jerfeys,  left 
,*very  thing  fife  in  its  rear,  and  fecured 
he  palTage  of  the  Delaware,  would,  of 
urle,  become  mafters  of  Philadelphia, 
rhich,  from  its  ntuation,  was  incapable 
any  efTc^^tual  defence,  and  could  not 
>e  protei^ted  by  Waihington,  but  at  the 
frtain  cxpence  and  hazard  of  a  battle. 

In  this  manner  feveral  conceived  and 
tafoned  on  the  operations  in  Jerfey. — 
Ithers  were  clearly  of  opinion,  that  the 
ringing  of  Wafldnw’ton  to  a  dccifive  ac- 
)n  npon  terms  of  any  tob  rably  cju'ality 
^ith  regard  to  ground,  in  fneh  a  country, 
id  againfi  his  inclinations,  was  a  thing 
\pra6ticable.  That  if  he  could  not  be 
roughttofnch  an  action  in  fuch  a  manner, 
>as  whollyto  drive  him  outof  the  Jerfeys, 
le  attempt  to  pafa  a  river  like  the  Dela¬ 
ware,  full  of  armed  veirds  in  it?  ftream, 
rong  forts  in  its  ifliuds,  great  obftruc- 
ms  in  its  channels,  with  an  enemy  in 
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front,  and  leaving  a  ftrong  army  in  their 
rear,  would  be  a  very  unadvifeable  cntcr- 
prizc  ;  and  the  failure  in  it'would  be  the 
total  and  immediate  ruin  of  the  royal 
canfe  in  America. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  dbflaclei  in 
the  Jerfeys  were  found  fo  great,  that 
they  could  not  be  overcome  without 
much  lofs  of  time  and  cxpcnce  of  blood, 
it  was  thought  advileablc,  i.n  thofe  cir- 
cumftanges,  to  prefit  of  the  powerful  na¬ 
val  force,  and  the  infinite  number  of 
tranfports  and  vellels  of  all  forts  which 
lay  at  New'  York  ;  to  combine  this 
powerful  auxiliary  (which  had  hitherto 
produced  fuch  fignal  advantages  in  every 
inftance  where  it  could  be  brought  into 
adiou)  with  the  land  force,  and  by  con¬ 
veying  the  army  by  fea  to  the  place  of  its 
delfination,  to  elude  all  thofe  difficulties' 
by  which  the  palTagc  tinough  the  Jerfeys 
might  be  clogged.  In  this  alternative, 
the  objeft  was  ftill  the  fame,  the  means 
of  attaining  it  being  only  changed.  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  was  the  immediate  point  in 
view.  If  that  object  was  properly  chofen,' 
and  the  general  o(  iniou  at  that  time 
pointed  it  out  as  the  moft  eligible,  the 
palFage  by  fea  feemed  the  moll  fecurc  of 
its  effct^l,  though  iinquellitinably  the 
lloweft  in  the  oj>eration.  The  Delaware, 
or  the  great  Bay  of  Chefapeak,  opened 
the  w'ay  into  the  heart  of  the  richelV  and 
bell  of  the  central  colonies,  or  by  crolfing 
a  cnnnlry  of  no  great  <-xlcnt,  to  the  pof- 
iVlfion  of  that  place.  That  p  int  gained, 
Philadelphia  was  to  become  the  place  of 
arms,  and  center  of  aiflion,  whilft  every 
part  of  the  three  hollile  and  fiourilhing 
provinces  of  Pennfylvania,  Virginia,  and 
Maryland,  would,  from  their  deep  bays 
and  navigable  rivers,  be  expofed  to  the 
combined  powerful  ai^tion,  and  continual 
operation  of  the  land  and  marine  force. 
However,  before  this  plan  wms  adopted* 
as  we  Oral!  fee,  meafurcs  were  taken  in 
the  Jerfeys,  it  poflible,  to  bring  Waih¬ 
ington  to  action. 

'  The  operations  in  the  foiithcrnor  cen¬ 
tral  provinces,  however  efficacious  or  cx- 
tenfivc,  did  not,  by  any  means,  include 
ail  the  great  objects  of  the  campaign. — 
Something  was,  of  courfif,  to  be  expeded 
on  the  fide  of  Canada,  where  a  very  con- 
liderable  army  had ,  been  collcdlcd,  and 
by  the  fuccefs  of  the  lall  campaign  on  the 
lakes,  had  a  way  opened  for  it  to  pene¬ 
trate  into  the  Iracl:  parts  of  New  England 
and  Nv."vV  York  provinces.  The  com- 
mind  of  this  cxpcdlliou  was  committed 
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ich  was  intended  for  the  Delaware, 
s  thrown  over  the  channel  which  fepa- 
te«  the  Continent  from  Staten  Ifland. 
he  heavy  baggage,  and  all  the  incura- 
ances  of  the  army  were  paffed  over, 
me  of  the  triKtps  follow'ed,  and  every 
ing  waa  in  immediate  preparation  for 
e  paH.ige  of  the  reft  of  the  army.  By 
^efe  judicious  meafure?,  if  the  imme- 
iatc  defign  tailed  of  effeift,  every  thing 
as  forwarded  as  much  ai  it  could  be 
r  the  intended  embarkation  ; — a  mea- 
re  of  which  the  Americans  had  as  yet 
knowledge. 

Every  thing  concurred,  along  with  the 

tnily  natural  to  mankind,  in  inducing 
c  Americans  to  believe,  that  this  retreat 
Vas  not  only  real,  but  that  it  proceeded 
.from  a  knowledge  of  their  luperiority,  and 
^  dread  of  their  power:  Even  Walhing- 
iton  himfrlf,  with  all  his  caution  and  pe- 
,l  Ofetration,  was  fo  far  impofed  upon  by 
this  feint,  that  he  quitted  his  feciire  pods 
lipon  the  hills,  and  advanced  to  a  place 
;^i|jiplled  Quibbletown,  to  be  the  nearer  at 
J  .^fcnd  for  the  protection  or  fupport  of  his 
l^advanced  parties. 

♦  /  The  Britiih  General  loft  no  time  in 
deavouring  to  pcofit  of  ihofe  circum- 
ances.  He  immediately  marched  the 
my  [June  26.]  back  by  dittcrent  routs, 
d  w'ith  great  expedition,  frorn  Amboy, 
e  had  three  objects  in  view  :  To  ent  off 
me  of  the  principal  advanced  parties  ; 
come  up  v.'ith,  and  bring  the  enemy  t(» 
engagement  in  the  neighbourhood  of

The  ardour  excited  upon 
is  occafion  by  an  emulntion  between

pave  way  to  their  impetuenty  In  prefiin^ 
forward,  to  try  who  fhould  obtain  th^ 
honour  of  firtt  coming  to  a  clofc  engage* 
ment  with  the  enemy.  1  he  party  of 
Americans  fuft  attacked,  unable  to  with- 
11  and  the  fliock,  were  foon  routed  on  all 
fidcs,  having  fuftained,  befides  no  incon- 
fiderable  lofs  in  men,  that  of  4hree  pieces 
of  brafi  ordnance,  which  were  taken  by 
the  Britifli  Guardi  and  the  HefTian  gre¬ 
nadiers.  I’he  purfuit  was  continued  as 
far  as  Weftfield  ;  but  th^  woods,  and  the 
intenfe  heat  of  the  w’cathcr,  prevented  its 
effect. 

In  the  mean  time,  General  Wattung- 
ton  fo^n  perceived,  and  as  fpeedily  re¬ 
medied  his  error,  by  vvitlidrawing  his 
army  from  the  plains,  and  again  lecover- 
ing  his  ftrong  camp  on  the  lulls.  At  the 
lame  time,  penetrating  into  L<'rd  Corn¬ 
wallis's  further  defign,  he  fccured  thofe 
pafles  in  the  mountains,  the  poftl'lTion  of 
which  by  the  Britifti  troops  would  have 
expofed  him  to  the  neceftity  of  a  critical 
change  ofpofition,  w'hich  could  not  have 
been  executed  without  danger. 

Thus  was  this  apparently  wclLcon- 
certed  feheme  of  bringing  the  enemy 
to  an  action,  or  at  leaft  of  drawing 
them  from  their  ftrong- hold.s,  rendered 
abortive  by  the  caution  and  prudence  of 
.General  Waftiington.  Sir  William 
Howe  was  now  convinced,  ti'.it  he  wa* 
too  firmly  attached  to  his  dcfcnlive  plan 
of  conducting  the  war,  to  be  induced  by 
any  means,  other  than  by  fome  very  clear 
and  decided  advantage,  to  hazar<l  a  ge¬ 
neral  engagement.  Nothing  then  re-^ 
mainecl  to  be  done  in  the  Jerfeys.  To 
advance  to  the  Dehw?.rc,  through  a 
country  entirely  hoftile;  and  with  fnch  a 
fiirce  in  his  rear,  appeared  to  the  Britifti 
Commanders  no  better  than  madnefs. 
All  delay  therefore  was  not  only  fruit- 
Icfs,  but  a  walte  of  that  lime  and  feafon 
which  might  be  employed  to  great  ad¬ 
vantage  tifcwhere.  The  Genera)  accor- 
tlingly  returned  with  the  army  to  Am¬ 
boy,  on  the  fecond  day  from  its  depar- 
tuie  on  the  expedition,  and  pafl'cd  it  over 
on  the  next  to  Staten  Hl.md,  from  whence 
the  embarkation  was  intended  to  take 
place.

1  prefume  not  to  fay  that  the  tranquil¬ 
ity  and  tlic  happinefs  we  enjoy  arc  to 
Je  afenbed  folely  to  my  adminillration  ; 
foil,  my  Nobles,  and  youi  fellow-citizens 
large,  have  mutually  contributed  to  the 
dicily  of  the  Itate  by  your  fingalar  uua- 
^Jiimity  ;  by  your  veneration  for  the  laws  ; 
jimd  by  your  willing  obedience  to  thole 
^  dlitutcj  which  1  prefciibcd  as  the  guar- 
liau  ul  your  welfare,  and  of  ilte  prufjje- 
rity  of  our  comracii  country.  It  is  the 
^  ;^^^pkafnrc  dearcil  to  my  heart  to  perceive, 

"  that  Sweden  now  affords  an  iilnftrious  cx- 
imple  to  other  ftates  :  her  civil  iliflcnlions 
irc  no  more.  If  I  have  been  infli  umeiital 
re-ellabiilhing  our  reputation  aliroad,  I 
lave  HOt  been  Ids  anxlonfly  folicitous  to 
Improve  our  fitnation  at  home.  The  re- 
[loration  uf  jultice  hath  been  my  primary 
)bje<5t,  and  1  have  endeavoured  fo  pro- 
>erly  to  temper  it  wFtli  mercy,  that  the 
rigours  of  it  might  be  foftened.  Where 
:hc  ancient  tribunals  appeared  infufficient, 
lew  ones  have  been  erected.  'I'he  admi- 
udration  of  thefe  tribunals  has  been  iiar- 
jwly  watched,  and  every  deviation  from 
he  fpirit  of  the  laws  has  been  cenfured 
lift,  rand  then  corrected. 

OEconomy  in  the  public  finances  has 
»een  rigidly  attended  to.  The  two  exten- 
live  dlftridts  of  government  have  been  cur¬ 
tailed.  The  falarics  of  Governors  have 
leeri  retrenched.  The  feveral  cftablilh* 
ments  in  the  department  of  linaiices  have 
undergone  a  thorough  reform.  N(»r  have 

Iinferiorobje^'tspaffed  unnoticed.  Eorthe 
more  fpeedy  communication  of  the  feve- 
rsl  parts  of  the  kingdom,  the  old  canals 
have  been  repaired,  new  ones  have  been 
opened,  and  others  Hill  more  convenient 
luve  been  planned. 

Agriculture  has  received  confiderable 
[improvement ;  and  Providence,  as  if  fini- 
ling  propitious  on  our  efforts,  hath  amply 
[compenfated  for  the  fcarcity  we  formerly 
fexpcrienccd.  Such  abundant,  fuch  luxu- 
friant  cnips  as  wc  have  reaped  of  late 
lyears,  are  almoft  unexampled  in  the  bkf-, 
Fling  of  Heaven. 
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By  the  reports  of  your  Deputies  which 
they  will  lay  before  you,  you  will  with 
plcafure  perceive  the  attention  which  has 
been  ]>aiii  to  the  fcvcral  branches  of  a*co- 
nomies.  1  claim  not  lingly  any-  merit  on 
this  account ;  the  oificei  b  to  whom  I  en- 
truilcd  the  management  of  Inch  concerns^ 
for  the  w'ifdom  of  their  deliberations,  ancl 
for  their  unw^caried  afliduity  in  the  public 
fervicc,  have  a  claim  to  the  gratitude  of 
their  fellow-citizens,  and  they  arc  entitled 
to  the  thanks  of  future  generations. 

To  the  Itatc  of  our  land  and  fea  forces 
confiderable  attention  has  alfo  been  paid; 
and  you  will  find  that  confiderable  im* 
provcmenls  have  been  made  in  each  of 
thoie  departments.  If  every  iniftake  has 
in>t  been  correded ;  if  every  deficiency  has 
not  been  fupplied  ;  if,  notwithltanding  all 
that  has  been  done,  theie  yet  remain  ma¬ 
ny  things  whieh  are  left  undone,  remem¬ 
ber,  my  friends,  that  Kings  are  but  incii^ 
and  that  the  wounds  given  by  lime  re- 
<piire  a  longer  period  than  we  have  yet 
had,  before  they  can  be  effectually  healed. 

You  liave  perceived  an  addition  to  my 
royal  houfe  of  a  Priiiccfs  (the  Duchefs  of 
Sudermania),  who  relleCts  the  higheft  or¬ 
nament  on  my  line,  who  is  a  defeendant^ 
like  myfelf,  of  the  great  Giiftavus  Vafa, 
and  who,  although  not  a  Swede  bybirtli, 
yet  has  flie  renewed  that  lie  t)f  afieCtion 
wliieh  hath  ever  fubfiitcd  between  me 
and  a  brother  dear'  to  my  heart  for  hit 
numerous  virtues.  His  extreme  attach¬ 
ment  to  my  intcieft,  Ins  aHeClion  for  my 
perfon,  and,  above  all,  his  genuine  love  of 
ins  country, — tliefe  arc  qualities  which 
have  frequently  coiitribiiled  to  folten  my 
cares  ;  to  remove  the  thorny  pillar  on 
which  Kings  repofe  ;  and  to  render  the 
burden  of  government  more  eafily  fuf* 
tained.  The  brother  of  whom  I  fpeak, 
in  the  midtt  of  changes,  continuedever  the 
fame.  No  motive  could  feduce,  no  dan¬ 
gers  terrify,  no  intereft  warp  him  from 
that  line  of  duty,  which  had  for  its  ob- 
jeds  the  tranquillity  and  happinefs  of  hit 
country.  From  the  tender  bud  of  infan¬ 
cy,  our  affcdlons  clung  together  as  they 
lliot  forth  into  riper  manhood.  Never 
did  this  brother  violate  a  confidence  once 
repofed  in  him.  To  a  breach  of  friend* 
fliip  his  heart  was  a  flranger,  Thefe  fen- 
timents,  my  friends,  you  have  no  doubt 
traced  in  my  adions;  my  coiidud  hat 
uniformly  difplayed  them  :  but  1  could 
not  omit  this  opportunity  of  thut  pouring 
into  your  bofomstbe  Itrcam  of  my  fiattr« 
iial  affediou.

— But  the  Marquh^  enamoured  more 
of  drefs,  perhaps,  than  he  ought  to  be, 
failed  in  ihofe  attentions  wiiich  he  paid 
at  fird,  and  which  beauty  never  fails  to 
cxa»^t  as  its  due. — The  failure  of  attention 
generally  announces  the  bankruptcy  of 
Lez^e  — When  the  heart  of  a  gay, beautiful

cond  mate,  and  revenge  may  do  more 
than  iuclination  would  have  thought  of.

mirth  than  any  young  <c!low  of  the  age. 
— Me  is  boilteroiis  in  his  manner — auk- 
w.ird  and  cUiinfy  in  l.is  appearance — 
poor  and  unpbating  in  liis  crinvcrfation  ; 
— and  yet  tliis  is  the  man  who  engaged 
the  beautiful  Marckl^ncf  in  an  intrigue 
tor  whicii  I'lie  is  ’oaniihed  lu  r  lion^e,  and 
has  Sacrificed  her  tV*’oe. — Marquij 
was  in  the  country  f  ir  ibmc  part  of  ilic 
fiimimr  ;  and  it  was  at  tt  i^  time  tliat 
the  Marclii<'n<!‘s  was  eitgaged  in  the  elo- 
fcll  intimaev  with  Ja"h  B — n.— WJicn 
he  came  t/)  town,  lie  i-vas  told  Iry  his  fer- 
vants  t*’C  conduct  of  h's  la<ly  : — Jack 
had  liceu  at  hi:  houlc  every  day  and  all 
the  fi-'v  dm  Ing  hi*  a’''fonce,  and  at  that 
very  time  the  Marclnnuid's  and  lie  were 
aiiroad  together. - Ti»e  Murnuis  had 


his  fufpicions  before  ;  but  the  confir* 
mation  of  his  I.adybs  guilt,  atfeiubvl 
with  fuch  flagrant  circnmnance?,  had 
fucli  a  Ihock  upon  him,  that  he  fainted 
away  three  times  fucctflivelv.

WE  infcrt  the  account  of  Herodotus 
entire,  chiefly  fi)r  the  fake  of  tlic 
Author*8  note,  which  contains  an  obfer- 
vation  to  us  as  new  as  it  is  curious.  We 
nuifl,  however,  obferve,  that  witUrefpe<fl 
to  the  allronomical  propofition,  wc  fuf- 
pend  our  allVnt  till  we  fee  it  more  fully 
and  intelligibly  demonflrated. 

“  Herodotus  is  called  the  father  of 
hlftory,  becaufe  he  is  the  nu)^  ancient 
author  whofe  wiitiiig<  of  that  kind  have 
been  handed  down  to  pollerity.  He  was 
a  native  of  II  ilicarnairus,  a  city  of  Caria ; 
but  having  retired  to  Samos,  he  there 
compofed,  in  the  Ionic dialedi,  his  hiflory 
of  the  Greeks  and  IViTians.  He  takes  it 
up  at  Cyril*,  and  carries  it  on  to  the 
battle  of  Mycale  undtr  Xerxes,  compre¬ 
hending  altogether  a  fpace  of  lao  years. 
But  he  has  iiiterininglcd  with  it  that  of 
,  ievernl  other  nations,  particularly  the 
Egyptians.  His  ftylc  is  fo  fltiwing  and 
lo  pure,  that  hisbooksyon  being  publicly 
read  at  the  Olympic  games,  obtained  the 
imnes  of  the  nine  ninfes.  It  is  true, 
tnnt  he  is  full  of  digreflions,  and  is  re¬ 
proached  for  Ids  credulity,  and  the  plea- 
furc  he  lakes  in  relating  fables^.  But  it 

•  Here  1  cannot  avoid  taking  notice  of  a 
very  curious  circuntflance  mentioned  by  He- 
lodoliis,  which,  whatever  other  inference  fome 
leaders  may  deduce  from  it,  furnilhes  a  flroiig 
proof  of  ihc  fidelity  with  which  Herodotus  re¬ 
ported  what  he  heard.  The  paflage  to  ahich 
I  allude  occurs  in  his  Futerpe,  p.  164.  of  the 
ad, folio  edition  of  his  Hillory,  i»y  Stephanus. 
He  is  there  relating  the  accounts  received  by 
him  from  the  Egyptian  piiefls.  concerning  the 
duration  of  their  country.  Of  this  paifage  the 
meaning  is  in  Englidi  this:— “  That  during 
the  period  aHagncd  by  the  Egyptians  for  the 
duration  of  their  coimtry,  they  aflured  Hero- 
<1otus,  that  four  remarkable  alterations  hat 
happcneii  in  the  conrfe  of  the  fun,  which  liad 
riteu  twice  in  the  fame  point  where  he' was 
then  fetttng,  and  had  fcl  twice  in  the  fame 
point  w'herc  he  was  then  riling.*’-— Herodotus 
reports  this  tradition,  without  intimating  l^U 
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does  not  all  appear  to  have  been  his  in¬ 
tention  to  confine  himfelf  to  undoubted 
certain  faints.  He  had  formed  hitnfclf 
on  the  model  of  the  firft  poets,  and 
thought  it  fulficient  if  he  kept  within  the 
bound.s  of  probability.  It  mull  lie  con- 
feflld,  however,  that  he  always  care'ully  ’ 
dilllnguiflics  between  cerUinly,  probabi¬ 
lity,  and  fable.  In  hit  time  flt^iiriflicd 
tlic  mod  famous  poets;  and  the  prailcs  of 
Sophocles  and  Etiripides  were  every  where 
rcfoiindcd.  Herodotus,  on  his  fide,  pur- 
fued  a  new  path  to  the  temple  of  fame  ; 
and  propofed  to  charm  his  countrymen 
with  the  beauty  of  his  profe.  It  is  re¬ 
ported  of  Thucydides,  that  on  hearing 
the  works  of  Herodotus  re.rd,  he  w  at*  fo 
llvuck  vvith  admiration,  th.it  he  Used 
tears  oi  joy,  and  was  fcizcd  with  a  noble 
emulation  to  acquire  repuLatiou  by  the 
rainc  meaitb.*’ 

own  opinion,  cither  as  to  the  pofTIbility  or  im- 
pofllbility  of  what  the  Egyptians  aflerted.— It 
is  apparent  that  the  Egyptians  themfclvcs  de¬ 
rived  this  notion  merely  from  tradition,  with¬ 
out  nnderllanding  the  reafon  of  the  phenome¬ 
non  af  w  hich  they  fpokc.  For  if  they  had 
comprehended  the  caufc  of  the  phenomenon, 
they  mult  have  clearly  underfloo<l,  that  it  fur- 
nilhed  incoi'trovertible  evidence  cf  the  duration 
of  iheir  country  from  a  period  amazingly  mote 
remote  than  what  they  alligncd  to  it.  lii  faA 
it  is  now  well  known,  and  uuivtirally  admit¬ 
ted,  that  in  a  very  long  period  of  time,  no  Kfs 
indeed  than  as,pao  years  the  phcnomenoii 
here  aferibed  to  the  fun  aflually  lakes  place, 
.in  conftqucncc  of  a  motion  called  by  ailrono- 
mers  the  preceJTion  of  the  rquincxes.  Thus,  at 
the  diftance  of  ii.pllc'  years  from  the  prefenc 
time,  the  liin  will  appear  to  rife  in  the  fame 
point  of  the  heavens  where  he  now  lets,  and  to 
fet  where  he  now  riles;  and  in  ix,96o  years 
more,  or  in  the  whole  peihniof  %$  paojycats, 
he  will  complete  his  revolution,  and  rife  and 
fe  t  exactly  where  he  rifts  and  ftts  at  prelcnt. 

Hipparchus,  on  comparing  an  altronumirat 
obleivafion  made  hy  him  146  years  before 
•  Chrill,  with  nn  obfervation  made  149  years 
before  his  by  'l  imochails  and  Ariltillus,  found 
<0  llriking  a  diferepanq*,  that  he  was  l<-d  to 
fufpeft  a  pecnliarity  in  the  fun’s  apparent 
courfe,  which  had  not  before  been  adverted  tq. 
Hipparchus’s  opinion,  however,  went  no  far¬ 
ther  than  fulplcion.  Ptolemy  of  Pclufiiim, 
having  repealed  the  fame  obfervation  about 
3cx>  years  after  Hipparchus,  difeovired,  fiom 
the  icfidt  of  his  obfervation,  compared  .

His  intention  was  to 
bear  down  the  center  of  the  Lacedemo¬ 
nians,  and  then  to  charge  them  in  Ran*^ 
to  riglit  and  left,  when,  after  being  thus 
divided,  tlicy  might  be  niOic  ealily  over¬ 
powered. 

“  'J'he  trumpeir,  having  founded  the 
rharg< ,  the  aimies  as  niiial,  fet  up  loud 
Ihowts.  Th'’  engagement  was  begun  by 
tlie  L u'cdemoni^ii  horfe,  which,  being 
niiich  inferior  to  thole  of  the  Thebans, 
Were  broken  at  the  ftrft  onfet,  and  put  to 
liight  after  very  little  refiltance.  'The 
center  of  t’.-  enemy  was  alf'o  bo'-ne 
down,  as  Lparninowdas  fail  fv)rcret:n. 
Jbit  tliis  difidvantage,  far  from  difeoM- 
raging  the  Lacedemonians,  rather  ani¬ 
mated  them  to  exert  prodigies  of  valour 
to  repair  their  lofs. 

“  r^^et/er,  fays  Dio  lonis  Sicnius,  had 
the  Greeks  fought  a^jainft  one  another 
with  djch  numerous  armies  ;  never  >verc 
they  commanded  by  more  Ikilful  gene¬ 
rals  ;  never  had  they  difeovered  more 
firmnefs,  valour,  and  intrepidity.  I’hcy 
all  entertained  the  fame  indifl'cience  for 
life,  the  fame  dcTire  of  glcry,  the  fame 
love  for  their  country.  'I'his  baHle  was 
now  to  decide,  in  the  tight  of  ail  Greece 
in  arms,  wliether  Thebes,  conll.udly 
victorious  through  the  vi’hole  comic  of 
this  war,  or  Sparta,  illuitrious  by  its 
triumphs  for  ages  previous  to  this  war, 
Ihould  now  enjoy  the  fuperiority  over 
the  reft  of  their  countrymen.  From  all 
th<‘fe  motives  united,  the  two  parties 
dil'puted  the  victory  with  the  inofl  oblti* 
intc  bravery. 

“  The  foot  of  both  armies  made  the 
fjrll  attack  with  their  l.ifjces.  Thelc 
being  foon  broken,  they  betook  them- 
felves  to  their  fwords.  Then  the  a(5tion 
becatnc  one  of  the  moA  bloody  that  had 
ever  been  known  ;  and  the  earth  was 
foon  covered  with  the  dead  and  wound¬ 
ed,  and  drenched  with  blood.  Hut  in 
fpite  of  all  the  precautions  iifed  by  Fpa- 
m.iuondas  for  fecutir.g  the  victory  on  his 
lide,  it  hill  remained  doubtful ;  and  he 
j.ow  faw  that  a  defperatc  ctVort  was  iie- 
c  Jl'ary  to  infure  the  fuccefs  of  his  wifeft 
meafures. 

“  In  this  decifive  moment,  Epaminon- 
das,  dill  further  to  animate  his,  men, 
thought  it  necefiary  toad  the  part  of  a 
hi  arc  folJier  rather  than  that  of  a  cau- 
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tious  general.  Aflembling,  therefore,  a 
rhofen  band  of  his  bravclt  Theban?,  he 
exhorts  them  to  follow  tire  exam;  Ic  he  is 
now  to  Ihow  them,  and  then  rulhes  im- 
petnoully  upon  the  Laccdcmoifur.s,  de¬ 
termined  to  ficrificc  his  life,  if  he  can 
thcMcby  decide  the  fate  of  the  engage¬ 
ment.  Ful'owed  by  his  troop  «  f  ']  he- 
bans,  hr  drives  all  before  him,  and  cuts 
a  lane  thvoiiglr  the  rnetrvy.  'I'he  f  arc- 
demo’.dans  begin  to  ilagger,  by  and  by 
give  greuru!  on  all  fid  ‘S,  and  at  laft  retire 
from  the  Held  of  battle.  Ep.uninoiidai 
piirfucs  them,  and  makes  bic!:  a  (loigh. 
ter,  that  the  grtuind  where  I'.e  and  his 
troop  t(»ught,  was,  by  tlic  account  i,f 
Dioiloru?  Siculus,  covered  with  heaps  of 
Lace<lcmor'ians. 

•*  To  render  the  vidi'ry  rompirte,  it 
w'4R  now  only  r.cceil.iry  to  rcc.i!  the 
victorious  Thebans  frojn  the  puri'uil  (  f 
lluTe  that  fied,  and  to  lead  them  againit 
the  wings  of  the  Lacedemonian  army, 
which  dill  kept  theib  ground.  B’lt  fuch 
valour  and  prudence  are  fehloin  united. 
Flpann.inondas,  imprllcil  by  the  ardour  of 
his  courage,  was  uo  longer  maftcr  of  him- 
felf,  and  leemed  refolveel  not  to  let  a 
finglc  Lacedemonian  cfcap'e.  Having  ad¬ 
vanced  imprudently  into  the  mnlit  i.f 
them,  without  rcfle<?fing  that  his  brave 
troop  was  every  moment  diminilbing,  he 
found  him’elf,  at  lengtfi,  almod  alone, 
f*nrouride<l  by  a  crou<t  of  I.acedemc- 
nians  ;  who,  difeovering  his  fttuatioi^, 
attack  him  from  all  {ides.

'Fhe 
wood  having  broken,  the  inm  duck  fait 
in  the  w'ound,  and  F>pnminorMl4t-',  cover¬ 
ed.  w  ith  his  own  blood,  falls  halt  dead  to 
the  ground.

and,  in  that  rcl'ptCl,  leccivrd  In.maye 
it oni  her  very  eiiiKpiei ors  ;  for  the  irioit 
illnrtiitms  men  amon^  ’he  Korn.ms  re¬ 
paired  thither  to  ttc  inllpjCled  in  llie  nnut 
valuable  bi. inches  of  literature.  Atlicri'', 
therefore,  tfiat  luirfery  of  learning  ami  of 
fciencc,  lUll  lem.iined  tlie  ecnlra]  point 
in  the  republic  of  ietierp,  and  continued 
to  be  trerjneiued  by  al!  who  dclired  to 
actpiiie  that  a/tieijm  fo  highly  valued  by 
the  ancients,  and  that  dand.ird  tal^e 
which  enabled  them  to  cfliniatc,  with 
peculiar  accuracy,  the  real  brautirs  of 
every  wo:K  of^cninr,  or  art.  Utre  too, 
aiul  in-re  only,  were  to  be  learnt  rne  true 
principle:^  of  eloquence  ;  and  ail  whoap- 
jduni  ihcmlrlvrs  fuccelsfiilly  to  public 
ipcdxiiaT,  .am!

'"I  '’HE  interior  parts  of  America  are  hi- 
-L  therto  fo  little  known,  that  the  pub¬ 
lic  cannot  fail  of  being  interclted  in  the 
delcription  of  them,  when  the  account 
appc.trs  to  be  wi  itlcn  by  a  judicious  and 
faiihfni  ohfevver.  To  this  favourable 
charader  the  author  now' before  us  feems 
to  be  juftly  entitled;  at  the  fame  lime 
that  he  merits  the  praifeof  havinp  under¬ 
taken  his  rclcarches  with  the  view  of  con¬ 
tributing  ti)  the  commercial  advantage  cf 
his  country.  When  the  author  formed 
the  projedt  of  vifiting  the  unexplored  re- 
gi«»ns  of  lire  A  nerican  continent,  he  was 
aware  that  a  variety  of  raufes  concur retl 
to  obfliiidl  the  fuccefsfni  execution  of  his 
dclign.  While  the  French  retained  their 
power  in  North  America,  they  had  taken 
every  p  uTibic  method  to  keep  all  other 
nati.  ns,  ilpcciallv  the  BritiOi,  in  igno- 
ranee  of  itie  inte»ioi  parts  of  it.  For  this 
purpvifc,  v.'c  are  told  that  they  had  pub- 
iilhcd  inaccurate  maps,  and  falfe  accounts 
re|;ni?’g  to  the  Itale  rf  the  country.  A2 
an  ii.ltancc  of  the  milreprefentations  pro- 
pigateti  Iw  the  French,  Mr  Garver  incn- 
tioTis  Crown  Point,  w'h’ch,  before  its  rc- 
(!iu'(’k»i.  in  1759,  lud  been  reputed  an  im- 
preenable  fortrefs;  but  no  fooncr  w.is  it 
taken,  l!i;'n  we  were  convinced  of  the 
faifehood  of  flroie  reports  by  which  its 
Arrngth  had  been  exaggerated.  '1  he  au¬ 
thor  acknowlctlgcs  that  fonie  inaps*  of 
thofe  countries  have  been  publilbed  by 
the  French  with  foine  appeviraucc  of  ac¬ 
curacy  ;  but  ilu  lc  are  ixecuied  on  fo 
fniall  a  fcale  a»  hardly  to  prove  of  any  iilc. 

Mr  Carver  informs  us,  that  his  princi¬ 
pal  objcdl  in  cxploiirg  the  rcccli'cs  of 


America,  was  to  afeertain  the  breadth  of 
that  vail  continent,  from  the  Atlantic  to 
I  he  Pacitic  Ocean,  in  the  place  of  its 
greatclt  cxteHl,  or  that  part  »f  it  which 
lies  between  43  and  46  degrees  of  north 
latifude.  Had  he  beCn  able  to  accom- 
plilh  this  delun,  he  intended  propoling 

c'overnmcnf  to  cttabliih  a  port  in  fomc 
of  thofe  parts  about  the  Straits  of  Annian, 
which  having  been  full  liifcovercd  by  Sir 
Francis  Drake,  of  couric  l>elong  to  the 
Knghlh.  'I  lus  lU  p,  he  w'as  convinced, 
would  greatly  facilitate  the  difeovery  of  .i 
iioith-welt  jMlfage,  or  a  coiumiiuicaliou 
bctw’ecu  Hndfou’s  IDy  and  the  Facific 
Ocean  ;  belides  which,  he  was  of  opinion 
t'riat  a  fcttlcmcnt  on  thHl  cxiremity  of 
America  would  anfwci  many  other  g*iKl 
pnrpofes,  by  promoting  iifcful  difcovciies, 
and  difcloling  new  fonrees  of  trade. 

In  June  1766,  the  traveller  fei  out  from 
Bofton,in  the  province  ot  Mairachufl'ett’s, 
and  proceeded  by  way  of  Albany  anil 
Niagara  to  Michillimackinac ;  a  fort 
ated  between  the  lakes  Huron  and  Michi¬ 
gan,  and  diftant  from  the  place  cf  his  de¬ 
parture  thirteen  hundred  miles.  This 
fort,  w'c  are  toM,  is  compofed  of  a  ftrong 
ftockade,  and  is  ufually  defended  by  a 
garrifon  of  a  hundred  men. 

Fort  La  Bay  Hands  on  the  fouthern  ex¬ 
tremity  of  a  bay  in  Lake  Michig.m,  leruud 
by  the  French  the  bay  <*1  Fuams,  but  by 
the  Fuglifli  the  Green  Bay.  I'his  foit 
aifo  is  fiirroundtd  only  by  a  Aockade, 
and  being  much  decayed,  is  hardly  dc- 
fcMifiblc  agaiuA  fmall  arms;  neither  at  pre- 
feut  is  any  garrifon  kept  in  it.  The  ad¬ 
joining  country,  how'cvcr,  is  faid  to  he 
very  fertile.and  pleafant.  The  following 
defciaplion  of  fi^me  of  the  moll  fequeHc- 
red  parts  in  America  may  alibi d  fatisfac- 
lion  to  our  readers. 

“  On  the  firft  of  November,  T  arrived 
at  Lake  I’epin,  which  is  rather  an  extend- 
e<i  pari  of  the  river  Millillippi,  that  the 
French  have  thus  denominated,  about 
two  hurulre  l  uiiles  from  the  Guilcourui. 
The  Miliilli|)pi  below  this  lake  flown  with 
a  gentle  i  uncul,  but  the  breadth  of  it  it 
very  uncertain,  in  fomc  places  it  being 
upwards  of  a  mile,  in  otlicrt  not  more 
than  a  quarter.  This  river  h.is  a  range 
of  mountains  on  each  fide  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  way  ;  which  in  particular 
parts  ajipioacn  near  to  it,  in  others  lie  at 
a  greater  diAance.  The  land  fetivixt  the 
mountains,  and  on  thrir  lidcj,  is  general- 
ly  covered  with  grafs,  with  a  frw  grove, 
of  ircck  inlcrfpgrfcd,  near  wdiicU  laig^.
